POSITION IN DISPUTE OVER EXTENT OF TERRITORIAL WATERS IN 
AEGEAN. AT ANY RATE, THIS PARTICULAR PHASE IN GREEK- 
TURKISH MANEUVERING OVER AEGEAN SEEMS TO HAVE PASSED 
WITHOUT CAUSING MAJOR RISE IN TENSIONS.
